Clare is a noei
too little known In tins couutry, yet be has written
some as dainty Jllilo poems us tvero ever pennod. His
Bidcriptlons ol country lunos urc us real and beautiful
s one o( Blrkst Foster's piciures.

poet was horn aiHelpstouo, near Peterborough. on tho

Bo small as nu inlaut that his mother used
lo say, "Johu might have boon put into a

pint pot.'* Bis parents were paupers at the
time ol his birth, being both adlicted with
disease and unable to support themselves. Clurc Inheritedtho low vitality of Ins paivuds uud was subjcot
Jr depressing ailments up to middle life, when, losing
his mental powers, his physical health improved, and
at the end he presu'ntod the appearance ol a sturdy
pcoiuon. His temperament was highly poetic, but bait
Jitilc to teed upon save uuturc. That hook hs read
freely, and by it he was inspired. His lilo was a sad
one. He was unappreciated by his townsfolk, who
looked upon a pool somewhat in the sauto light as tho
good people ol Malum looked upon a wilcn. As a lad lie

>urncr, at which he earned ten shillings a week. He

her rich dress ol orange with creamy stripes and
purple bodice, and, with Hug era twined nervously
logolber, glances away with a dreamy, sad expression
in nor dark eves, as it thinking of bcr :ar oil mountain

home. Two ol the remaining beauties, just slopping
Irom tbo portal, nro a bruno'to aud a tall, gracelul
blonde, with hair of that leddisb auburn in which
Titian revelled.
